POYAL FAMILY

London, Jan. 24.—The ceremony of 


proclaiming Edward VII King of Great 
Britian and Emperor of India was cele- 
brated today with all ol the pictures- 
xjueness of the ancient custom. 
The 


proclamation was first read in the 
•couii yard at St. James palace at 
-nine o'clock in the presence oi an im- 
mense but orderly crowd. 
The king 


took no 'part in the proceedings. The 
Duke of Norfolk read the proclamation 


At the conclusion the college of her- 


alds all clad in medevial trappings pro- 
ceeded to Charing Cross and thence 
to Temple Bar, where the Lori] Mayor 
with the aldermen and citizens pledg- 
ed allegiance after the reading. 


Trpmpeters Blew a Blast. 


The trumpeters blew an acclaiming 


"Mast and the people cried, "God Save 
the King," and cheered. 
From the 


Mansion house the'people then preced- 
ed to Cheapside where the proclama- 
tion was again read. , Then for the 
last time the king was proclaimed 
'from the steps of the royal exchange 
to an enormous crowd. 


At the conclusion of the ceremony 


the people cheered eight times and wj.. 
one accord sang, "God Save the King." 


King Edward left London tor Os- 


borne at 11:30 acompanied by the 
.members of the royal family. 


Funeral on Feb. 2. 


East Cowes, Jan. 24.—Sir Arthur 


3-iggs, the private secretary of the 
late queen is authority for the state- 
inent that the body will be removed 
to Windsor, Feb. 1, and the funeral 
Iheld Feb. 2. 


Private Funeral at Osborne 


East Cowes, Jan. 24.—King Edward 


and the royal party arirved here at 
two fifteen o'clock. 
A great crowd 


. -was at the pier and the people greet- 


ed the new monarch vociferously. All 
the war ships, yachts and other ves- 
sels were dressed in bunting and the 
blue jackets manned the navy yards. 
The king's royal standard was hoisted 
on the landing. 


Emperor Wiliam did not appear on 


the pier but deferred his greeting 
until Edward reached the palace. The 
private funeral service was attended 
•only by members of the royal family. 
It was held this afternoon in the din- 
ing room at Osborne which was trans- 
formed into a chapel. 


Proclamation by Edward VII. 


An extraordinary issue of the Ga- 


zette this morning anouncing 
the 


death of Queen Victoria. 


Then follows the proclamation of 


Edward VII., the' acknowledgment of 
allegiance by the privy council, and 
the king's speech at his accession. 


After giving the list of those who 


attended the council, The Gazette an- 
nounces that he king subscribed the 
oath relating to the security of the 
church of Scotland. 


It concludes with the king's formal 


proclamation ordering all officers and 
persons in authority to exercise their 
offices during the royal pleasure, and 
exhorting his subjects to aid and as- 
sist such officers in the performance 
and execution of their duties. 


Mourning Is Ordered. 


The Gazette orders the court to go 


into mourning until July 24, and into 
half mourning until Jan. 24, 
1902. 


Lord Roberts has ordered the army 
to adopt mourning until March 5. 


Memorial services wil be held in 


St. Paul's catheciral, morning and eve- 
ning daily until the interment. 


Kaiser'Awaits the Funeral 


The departure of Emperor William 


depends on the date of the funeral. 
Everything is unsettled. 
Ten days or 


a 'fortnight may elapse before the bur- 
ial. 


The me'dical report is not complete. 


It is expected today. 


All England will participate in the 


funeral of the queen. 
From the time 


that the sad ceremonies begin at Os- 
borne house until the body is buried 
at Frogmore there will be funeral 
and memorial servipes throughout the 
English-speaking world. 


Will Be a Simple Ceremony. 


There has been no burial o£ a sov- 


ereign in England for nearly sixty- 
four years. 
Since the obsequies of 


William IV the world has moved for- 
ward so far that even the funeral of 
an English monarch will be 
utterly 


unlike that of any that has gone be- 
fore. 


It is believed that a simple cere- 
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mony will take place in Osborr.e house 
and that the body of the queen will 
be placed on board the royal yacht 
and conveyed to Portsmouth. 


A funeral train will take the royal 


dead and the mourning family to Lon- 
don.. 
At the stations along the route 


the crape-covered train will be met 
by the mourning people with bared 
heads. 
It will arrive at Victoria sta- 
tion.

QUEEN'S FACE CALM IN DEATH. 


Funeral Plans Yet Undecided Except 


that It Will Be Military. 


East Cowes, Jan. 24.—The queen's 


family and her personal faithful ser- 
vants still guard her lifeless body «is 
their most precious earthy possession. 
No stranger has today gazed on the 
aged form from whose face, eternity 
has wiped the lines of time and care 
and sickness. 


Those outside of her household and 


employment have not yet been permit- 
ted to enter the chamber of death, 
but from an officer of the royal yacht 
Alberta was gathered something of 
the spectacle which has bound all 
who witnessed it in a mutual feeling 
of reverence. 


He says'that the body lies in the 


same bed in which she died, her face 
turned slightly toward the right, in 
the direction of the windows opening 
on the waves of the Solent. 
The face 


under a thin veil, is 
unforgettably 


white and statute like. It has become 
a face telling nothing of age or suf- 
fering. 


The body is attired in black. 
The 


face is perfectly peaceful and the re- 
mains have been placed with the arms 
folded.

Funeral Plans Undecided. 


Meanwhile the future rests with 


the king, who is sure to consider the 
wishes of his sisters and brothers, 
and not the least, his nephew. Emper- 
or William. It would be of no service 
to repeat all of the rumors regarding 
evets between now and the final place, 
ing of the remains beside the tomb 
of the Prince Consort at Windsor. 


Without bowing to the pride of her- 


aldry and the pomp of power it may 
be said that the family hopes that the 
funeral ceremonies will be in keeping 
with the majesty and dignity of the 
queen's reign 
It probably will 
be 


found to be a memorable occasion. 


Will Be a Military Funeral. 


The fleet which the queen reviewed 


from Osborne as it steamed 
past 


Spithead will be reassembled in two 
lines from here to Portsmouth. 
Be- 


tween these squadrons a warship will 
bear the coffin. 
It wil Hake time to 


arrange this as -well as the other cer- 
emonies. Meanwhile Osborne is more 
suitable as a temporary resting place 
than the nearer great world where 
the final scene wil be enacted. 


There will be no lying in state here. 


The ceremonies at Osborne 
house 


will be only for the family, the ser- 
vants and the tenantry. 


The body probably will be taken to 


the .mainland by the end of the week. 
The funeral, which will be a military 
one, with the body on a gun carriage 
will almost certainly be held at Wind- 
sor 
perhaps a fortnight or three 


weeks hence.

Just 
when the episode occurred and the per- 
petrators are secrets closely guarded 
by the parties concerned, but the con- 
dition of Miss Lewelling's 
.wounds 


clearly indicate that they must have 
been inflicted within the last day or 
two. 


The matter became public through 


Miss Lewelling'.s appearing on 
the 


street with her head bandaged. 
The 


scars resemble the Greek characters 
Alpha, Theta, Mu, antl were inflicted 
with nitrate of silver. 


Miss Lewelling is the teacher ot 


the class of girls who are accused of 
the deed. 
It has been learned that 


the wounds were inflicted after school 
hours and that the teacher consent- 
ed to have herself blindfolded, under 
a pretense of being initiated into a 
society. 
She was led into one of the 


school rooms where the operation was 
performed. 


The scars are about one inch in 


size and are a serious disfigurment. 
The young woman is under the care of 
a physician. 
When seen today she 


refused to discuss the affair.

Broke All the Mirrors and Bottle*. 
In front of the leading "joint" she 


alighted and tried to open the door. 
It. was locked, so she smashed the 
glass and frames and stepped inside. 
The place was empty. 
Her compan- 


ions waited outside, and with the gath- 
ering crowd watched the • operations, 
no one seemingly caring to interfere 
with her work. 


She broke all the bottles, mirrors, 


fixtures and pictures, and made dents 
in the bar and woodwork. John. Shil- 
ling, the propritor had fled, so she had 
full sway. 
Breaking into the refrig- 


erator, she took out the

pervision of railway matters into the 
hands of three non-partisan commis- 
sioners to be appointed by the gover- 
nor for six year terms at a salary of 
?3,000 annually. 


The appropriation for salaries, clerk 


hire and expenses is limited to $20,- 
000 a year 
It is provided that the 


present railroad ocmmissioner shall 
be a member of the commission until 
the expiration of his term for which 
he was elected. 
One member of 


the commission shall be an expert 
in railroad matters. 


Mystery Surrounds the Bill.

is still ansjously awaiting the appear- 
ance of the primary election law about 
which so much has been said and so 
little is known. The mystery which sur- 
rounds the bill is impenetrable. 
It 


is something almost unheard of. Ev- 
en those who are the closest to the ad- 
ministration know nothing about its 
provisions, or if they do know, will not 
divulge the

information. 


Those who are preparing the bill are 
silent as tne grave on the subject. 
Just why " there should be so much 
mystery about the bill Is itself some- 
thing of a mystery. 


The failure of the bill to appear has 


given rise to all sorts of comment. 
The general opinion is that it has been 
found much more difficult to draw the 
bill than it was supposed W would be. 
It is said that the framers are very 
much at sea over some of the pro- 
visions. 
Mr. Stevens says that he 


does "not know exactly when the bill 
will be ready. 


Dr. Lyman Will 
Resign. 


One of the reforms which Gov. Sco- 


fleld inaugurated was the removal of 
the state penal and charitablo insti-

Destroyed. 


LOSS OVER $3,000,000 


Beautiful Board of Trade and 


Dozens of Wholesale 


Houses Burned. 


LIST OF THE LARGE LOSSES 


Montreal, Jan. 24.—One of the most 


destructive fires from which this city 
has ever suffered began at 8 p. m. and 
notwithstanding the efforts of the en- 
tire fire department the progress ot 
the fiamos was not checked until 1 a. 
m. By that time it had destroyed prop- 
erty valued at between $2,500,000 and 
$3,000,000 
and 
was still burning, 


though the firemen a little later got it 
under controls Included in the pjop- 
erty burned is the splendid board ot 
trade building, which cost over $500,- 
000, with over 100 tenants and half a, 
dozen large firms and two scores or 
smaller concerns. 
The weather wa» 


cold and» the firemen 
were greatly 


hampered in this respect. 


Police Struggle with Crowd*. 


Outside of the board of trade build- 


ing there was not a modern structure 
among those 
burned. The 
narrow 


streets, antiquated buildings and the 
inflammable nature of the stocks they 
contained made a combination which 
the department was powerless to over- 
come. The fire practically burned un- 
til it came to an open space, which 
gave the firemen an opportunity for ef- 
fective work. For a time It looked as 
if the flames would spread along Com- 
ttissioners street to the Grand office 
building in course of erection there. 
Numerous crowds of people jammed the 
narrow streets, and the police could 
not control them. Wome*; fainted and 
their clothes- were torn and 'a Mew: 
•lightly injured in rushes for-safety.

The flre started at 8:10 in the cloth- 


ing house of M. Saxe .. & Sons, St. 
Peter street,.and..even before the fire- 
men had got to work the flames had, 
spread to the Nelson fireworks bui:d-

plosions followed, and: in ten minutes 
the eastern wall fell into the: west side 
of the Board of Trade building. 
The; 


flre was thus carried 
through 
many 


windows, and though the building was 
•upposed to be^fireprcof, it was a seeth- 
ing mass of flame within .an hour. To 
the south the fire spread to St. Paul 
street, and the brigade: was beatea 
back inch by inch until it seemed that 
the entire business portion of Mont- 
real must go. A strong west wind blew 
for some time, and this meant that 
the famous Notre Dame church might 
go at any moment, but thanks to a 
sudden change, St. Francois

street buildings were saved and the 
church, untouched.

The market here has been unde

prices to their shippers, having con 
tracted before hand to take the buttei 
at the Elgin market price.

day the Elgin market was icportecl 
firm at 22 cents, still there was not a 
pound of butter offered nor a bid 'made 
on the board. 


At the 
same time 
choice extra 


creamery was offered freely on the 
local board for 20 cents.

chants here announced today that they 
had broken away entirely from Elgin 
contracts and will sell in the future 
only on commission, according to. the 
local market.

A TOBACCO SHED 


HENRY AUSTIN. OF LIMA FALLS, 


TAKES HIS OWN LIFE. 


Had Recently Been Confined in Insane 


Asylum But Was Believed Cured— 
No Adequate Motive Can be As 
signed—Coroner's Inquest at Milton 
This Forenoon. 
Henry Austin, a farmer of the town 


of Lima, committed suicide yesterday 
afternoon, probably about two o'clock 
by hanging himself in the tobacco 
shed. 


Thos. H. Edden of this city had 


occasion to visit Mr. Austin yesterday 
in connection with some business re- 
lating to the property of a 
younger 


brother of whom he is the guardian. 
Mr. Edden learned at his house that 
the person he sought was in the strip- 
ping room of the tobacco shed and 
looked for him there. 
He called to 


him but received no reply. 
Proceed- 


ing farther he saw the body hanging 
from the second bent of the shed. On 
examination the body was fouurl to be 
cold and life extinct, although rigor 
•mortis had not yet set in. 


Deceased was about thirty-five years 


old and was the son of the late Thos. 
Austin, who owned a large farm near 
Johnstown Center. 
Mr. Austin had 


been the victim o£ a mental derange- 
ment and had been confined in a Mad- 
ison asylum, but was believed to have 
regained his normal balance and was 
discharged 
supposedly cured. 
Old 


family friends had met him several 
times since his return and recall 
hearing him say he did not know 
•what he was going to do next. 


Yesterday he went about his work 


in an apparently cheerful frame of 
mind. 
The family, who occupy the 


house and with whom he made his 
home, noticed nothing that was out of 
the ordinary- 
He ate his dinner as 


usual and then read the paper for per- 
haps half an hour. 
From there he 


went to the tobacco shed and they 
never saw him alive again. 


The rope with which he hanged him- 


self he must have taken with him as 
he went from dinner as it was kept 
in the woodshed. 


•No •adequate motive is assigned for 


the deed. 
;He in common with his 


brothers and sister inherited from his 
lather a comfortable 
property and 


there is nothin to indicate that fi- 
nacial troubles caused him to take 
his life- 


He is survived by a widowed mother 


and seven brothers; Grant of. Milton, 
Alfred and Frank o£ I/rma, and Bert, 
Edward, George .and Lester; also two 
sisters, Mrs."

JOHN JOHNSON, A SECTION MAN 


IS THE GUILTY PARTY, 


He Placed the 500 Pound Rail on the 


Milwaukee tfoad Track Near Darl 
ington for the Purpose of Revenge— 
He Was Discharged Last Fall- 
Confesses His Guilt, 


Detective Robert Watson of the Chi- 


cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad 
was in the city today on his way to 
Darlington, Wis., to investigate the 
placing of a five hundred pound, steel 
rail across the tracks o° the company 
about two miles.. beyond Darlington 
on Monday night. 
The spot at which the rail was placed 
is one that had the ' train . sf.vvick it 
been wrecked, would have resulted 
in killing or maiming a great'many of 
the employes and passengers.

' WASHINGTON, Jan." 25.—Senator Petti- 
grow of South Dakota has developed 
into such an out and out obstructionist 
that few people remember the time 
that he occupied u position of Influence 
and power among his colleagues in the 
United States senate. "With the change 
in sentiment there bus come a complete 
transformation in the man, and all of 
those previously concealed idiosyncra- 
sies of character which have made him 
so obnoxious to both sides of the son- 
ate chamber because of the virulence 
of his language have been revealed. 
He is consuming the closing days of a 
most ignominious career in the United 
States ns a leader of a clique of ob- 
structionists which may go down in 
history yet as having compelled the 
"most deliberative legislative body on 
earth" to place a. limit upon debate. 
.'. 


On the army reorganization bill, be- 


fore the final vote was taken, and 
which so signally sustained the ad- 
ministration and carried into effect the 
will of the people as expressed at the 
polls last November, Senator 1'etti- 
grew easily took first rank us the most 
bitter of the radical filibusters. 
He 


has permitted himself to be interview- 
ed repeatedly in order to assure the 
public tha't his opposition is largely di- 
rected against the shipping bill, to de- 
feat which he was quite willing to 
oppose all other measures, however 
pressing, Uiat preceded it. 
Senator 


Petttgrew has freely indulged in state- 
ments impugning the motives of tlie 
friends of the shipping bill, and his 
bitterest invectives and choicest epi- 
thets have been directed against the 
owners of the swift ships under the 
American flag in the 
transatlantic 


trade, while lie has not hesitated to 
charge against his colleague, Senator 
Hanna, the basest motives for his sup- 
port of the measure as presented for 
passage by the senate commerce com- 
mittee. - 


.». 


A curious thing has come to light in 


this connection, however, which will 
have no effect upon Senator P^ettigrew 
or his position upon the shipping bill, 
but it will have a widespread effect 
upon the public mind when the fact is 
known. 
It is this: Ten and a half 


years ago there was before the United 
States senate a shipping bill which 
provided compensation for swift steam- 
ships carrying the mails approximating 
In amount precisely the sum now pro- 
vided In the pending bill and against 
which all of the pent up virulence and 
viciotisness of the senator have been 
freely poured forth. Strangely enough, 
at that time, and with the same ability 
then as now to learn the real facts in 
the matter, Senator Pettigrew voted 
for the passage of that measure, with 
the result that It passed the senate. 


I' Since that time a line of ships has 
come into existence and after several 
years of operation at a vast annual 
loss has demonstrated the wisdom of 
Senator Pettigrew's vote of ten and a 
half years ago by proving the insuffi- 
ciency of the amount provided iu the 
bill as it passed the house, the compen- 
sation iu which was reduced in amount 
one-third from that for which Senator 
Pettigrew voted on July 12, 1890. Hut 
Senator Pettigrew has undergone a 
great change meanwhile, and the things 
he used to see through Republican oyes 
ny justifiable he now sees through Pop- 
ulistic eyes as unjustifiable.

Pettigrew Is performing the role of an 
obstructionist and the bitterest oppo- 
nent of a measure because of a provi- 
sion in it in 1001 that when in a simi- 
lar measure in 1800 commanded bis 
support and his vote. There is no e:_- 
planation needed regarding the provi- 
sions of the measure in question be- 
yond the one that the judgment of Sen- 
ator Pettigrew, as shown by his vote 
Jn 18CH1, has been confirmed by 
Mie 


•events that have succeeded it during 
the decade that has since elapsed. Prob- 
ably there is nothing that Senator Pet- 
tigrew can carry with him into his en- 
forced retirement from public life more 
vividly than the picture of himself ns 
he was in 1800—right on most public 
matters—ns compared with himself as 
he disappears from public view —not 
only wrong on almost all public mat- 
ters, but displaying his perverted and 
distorted mind in a manner to call 
forth the execration of almost all of his 
colleagues upon each side of the senate 
chamber.

Possibly .the shipping bill, a measure 


destined to give the United Starrs that 
position upon the spas to which it is en- 
titled and has long required, both for 
defensive and for economic reasons, re- 
quired the opposition of Pettigrew In 
order to command the careful consid- 
eration of a majority of congress and 
in order that at this most opportune 
time it could be enacted into law. Be 
that as it may, Pettigrew's opposition 
has succeeded in solidifying the Re- 
publicans and a number of broad 
minded Democrats iu favor of the bill, 
presaging n result most pleasing to all 
friends of the measure and most prom- 
ising as to the future welfare and de- 
fensive strength of the nation.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—The 


house passed the District o£ Colum.b'a 
appropriation bill and entered 
upon 


consideration of the naval appropria- 
tion bill. Mr. Foss (111.), chairman ol 
the naval committee, 
explained 
its 


salient features. He said that our navy 
was larger than the German navy and 
was keeping a little ahead of it. Mr. 
Grosveuor (Ohio) said 
he considered 


this remark unfortunate and capable 
of misconstruction. We were friendly 
with Germany,-and there was no rea- 
son why that country should b3 singled 
wit for the purpose of comparison. Mr. 
Foss disclaimed any idea that we were 
directing oui1 energies toward keeping 
ahead of Germany. .He had simply 
stated a fact. He believed in a strcng 
and efficient navy, not so large 
as 


England's, but of moderate size; bu:lt 
on conservative lines and capable or 
upholding the honor ot the country and 
the flag. The provision of the bi.l giv- 
ing warrant officers the commutit'oa 
of quarters allowed second lieutenants 
in the marine corps was stricken out 
on a point of order made by Mr. Can- 
non (111.), and the same fate befell an 
amendment by Mr. Fitzgerald (N. Y.) 
to increase the number of chaplains 
from twenty-four to thirty-four. 


Vest Urges Free Ships. 


Consideration of the shipping 
bill 


was resumed by the senate. 
Mr. Vest 


of Missouri, in a characteristically bril- 
liant, forceful, "arid interesiing speech 
lasting nearly three hours, advocated 
fn-e ships and vigorously attacked the 
navigation laws of the United States, 
holding- that they were responsible for 
the decadence of the merchant marine 
of America. He said that the pending 
measure came before the senate osten- 
sibly from the committee on .commerce, 
but had come really from a commit- 
tee of promotion composed of twenty- 
five prominent and Intelligent men ap- 
pointed by the junior senator from 
Maine, Mr. Frye.

Navigation company, a man of 
high 


character, of great intelligence, and of 
indefatigable energy. 
The 
company 


which he represents is by far the larg- 
est beneficiary under this 
bill. Mr. 


Vest said that the vessels of what is 
known as the American iine (the In- 
ternational 
Navigation company), in 


the course of the twenty-five years the 
subsidy was to run, would receive at 
least $42,000,000 of 
the total 
which 


would be paid out. The Pacific Mail 
Steamship company, he said, would be 
the next beneiiciary under the 
bill. 


With its present ships and the 
two 


vessels it was building now it would 
receive ?550,000 a year of .the sub- 
sidy.

Bill Introduced to Allow of Taxation to 


the Extent of Three Per Cent for 
That Purpose—Bill Providing for 
Capital Punishment—Some Rail- 
road Notes. 


lead madison 


Madison, Jan. 24.—In the senate 


Senator McGililvray introduced a bill 
permiting cities to attract factories. 
These bonuses, unlike the 
present 


ones which are raised by voluntary 
subscriptions, are to be raised by tax- 
ation, provided that two-thirds of the 
citizens vote for the tax at a special 
municipal election to be called for that 
purpose. Senator McGillivray's meas- 
ure provides that any factory or fac- 
tory company may be given land, water 
or steam power by the city, and may 
be exempt from taxation by the city 
as well as given a bonus, if the con- 
sent of two thirds of the citizens who 
vote at the election favor it. The bonus 
however must not exceed three per 
cent, of the assessment limit of the 
city for any one year. 


For a Hawkers' License. 


There is now pending before the. 


committee on state affairs a bill that 
will be a blow to the peddler 
and 


hawker. 
It is known as No. 20 A, 


was introduced by E^. W. Evans and 
so amend the state laws as to put 
peddlers on the same basis as the 
transient 
-merchants. 
Heretofore 


transient merchants have been com- 
pelled to pay a state license fee and at 
the same time subject themselves to 
a license in the town or city where 
they temporarily open their store. It 
is now proposed by Mr. Evans to com- 
pel peddlers not only to pay the? state 
license fees, taus making it almost 
impossible for the traveling hawker 
to do business, as his profits are not 
large enough to take out a license 
in each town that he 
visits. 
Mr. 


Evans' bill is designed to protect the 
local merchant. 


Provides for Capital Punishment. 
Assemblyman Philo A. Orton is 


preparing a bill which is to be intro- 
duced in the assembly providing for 
-capital punishment for certain degrees 
of homicide. 
Mr. Orton is of the 


opinion that during the past few years 
outlaws have made a great deal of 
progress in bank and train robberies 
and that murder committed during 
such violations ought to be punish- 
able by death. 
Mr. Orton is 
also 


preparing a bill relating to kidnaping 
and providing for a very severe pun- 
ishment for the same.
